DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Eli Manning, quarterback of the New York Giants, 
was seen throwing short passes to wide receivers 
on the Quogue platform. A few straphangers 
got hit but were glad of it. Nobody was injured. 
Ina Garten, the celebrity cookbook author and 
television personality was admonished for riding 
the Hamptons Subway barefoot between Sag 
Harbor and Bridgehampton. She said she was 
in Contessa mode, so that was good enough 
for us. 


ONE HELIUM BALLOON 

Since March 1 when the new helium balloon ban 
went into effect in East Hampton Township, 
Hamptons Subway has been struggling to get 
an inflated helium balloon down and out from 
under an air vent grating in Georgica. The air 
vent grating sits on private property that used 


to be farmland but is today the lawn adjacent to. 


the swimming pool of a large private mansion 
built there on Lily Pond Lane in 2015. The owner 
of this mansion will not let Hamptons Subway 
employees on the property to temporarily lift 
the grating to get the balloon out. Meanwhile, 
from underneath, which is Subway property, 
we have no pole or ladder long enough to get us 
close enough to either pop it or remove it. It’s 
stuck up there. 

The East Hampton Ordinance gitor i issues 
one violation every day it is up there. Each 
violation costs $175. It may be necessary, if 
this is not resolved by the end of 2019, 
to raise subway fares in order to balance 
our budget. . 


BLINKING BLUE LIGHT 

On January 1, a series of new blue warning lights 
were put into service at subway entrances up by 
the street and above all tunnel openings that lead 
into station platforms. The lights would begin 
blinking when a train was two minutes from 
arriving at the station and then stop when the 
train pulled in, and this was supposed to help 
passengers still up on the street, or just coming 
down the escalators. A train was coming. Be alert. 


Being that it was flashing blue rather than 
either red or green, most people got confused 
about what it meant when it flashed. Several 
people were injured rushing down the escalators 
to meet the trains hoping they weren’t pulling 
out of the station yet—either one way or the 
other. Meanwhile, further chaos occurred on the 
platforms when people took it to mean that the 
trains were stuck down in the tunnel and not 
coming at all. 

We regret ever having installed these lights. 
We were apparently sold a bill of goods by a 
traveling subway light salesman who blew into 
town, said all subway systems were now using 
blinking blue lights and then blew back out 
of town counting his money. As we have been 
using the lights for less than 90 days, we intend 
to request they be returned and our substantial 
expense refunded, but because the salesman left 
no receipt, we do not know who he is or how to 
contact him. The police have been called in, but 
say it’s a private matter. Anyway, we’ve asked 
a local contractor to remove these offending 
flashing lights and hope that he will do so soon, 
especially before the 90 days are up, which is on 
April 1.

HAMPTONS POLICE WARN OF “HIPPIE INVASION” 
The Hamptons Police are joining forces with 
elected officials to push for opting out of the 
expected statewide legalization of recreational 
marijuana within their jurisdiction. The police 
warn that allowing the sale of recreational 
marijuana locally will invite an unruly criminal 
element into this peaceful area. 

“Up until now, we've had very few problems 
with hippies in the Hamptons,” says Hamptons 
Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. “People here 
don’t know how lucky they’ve been not to have to 
contend with these long-haired, lawless freaks.” 


Hirsch notes that the Hamptons’ reputation as 
a “pot free” zone has meant that hippies don’t 
bother to come here. “Look, they know they can’t 
get their wacky weed out here—it’s nowhere to 
be found. So they inflict themselves on the poor 
folks up-island, where it’s long been a marijuana 
free-for-all.” 


Hirsch cites years of data that ‘i tieaiee an. 


utter absence of marijuana use on the East 
End. “This is wine country,” says Hirsch. “We 
get a lot of drinkers, sure. But in my 25 years of 
policing, we’ve never arrested anyone for pot in 
the Hamptons. Never. It’s just not a thing.” 
Hirsch explains that the upscale nature of this 
area, with its expansive estates and expensive 
shops and boutiques, is not attractive to pot 
smokers. “I mean, your typical hophead is more 
into the back alley, warming-their-hands-over-a- 
fire-in-an-oil-barrel kind of scene,” says Hirsch. 
“Their drug-addled brains can’t handle the 
intricacies of social etiquette required in a place 
like this. It blows their diseased minds.” Hirsch 
contends that this factor, combined with the well- 
documented absence of marijuana to buy, has 


kept the Hamptons safe from hippies. 


“Of course, this only adds to our concerns 
over legalization,” says Hirsch. “Imagine the 
horror our locals will experience when hordes 
of unwashed hippies begin streaming across the 
canal, loaded with legal pot! ey) ve never seen 
anything like it out here.” 

The Hamptons Police, oS nothing to 
chance, have begun trying to prepare communities 
for the onslaught. “We know that our efforts to 
opt out of legalization might prove futile,” says 
Hirsch. “That’s why we’ve started a program to 
try to prepare our residents for what to expect 
when crazy-eyed, wigged-out reefer smokers start 
turning up on the Main Streets of their villages. 
We know it’s not going to be pretty—if, God 
forbid, it happens. But at least we can try to get 
out ahead of it.” 

Hirsch announced a public session, titled “How 
to Handle a Pot-Crazed Hippie,” which will take 
place at the Hamptons Police Napeague Station 
next Tuesday evening. This is the first in a 
planned series of sessions planned to prepare 
residents for potential legalization. g&

Many wealthy people in the entertainment 
business and investment business have 
been charged, among them the actress Lori 
Loughlin, Rebecca on Fuller House, who’s been 
photographed attending parties in the Hamptons. 
She regularly visits family in Hauppauge in central 
Long Island, where she grew up.

The younger of the two daughters, Olivia Jade 
Giannulli, is a star in her own right. She has 
1.3 million followers on Instagram and more 


than 2 million on YouTube, and following her 
acceptance to USC she showed off her dorm 
room and spoke to her followers about it. The 
‘New York Post even published some of her social 
media material. : 

There’s a photo on Instagram of her sitting on 
her bed. “Officially a college student!” the caption 
reads. “It’s been a few weeks since I moved into 
my dorm and I absolutely love it. I got everything 
I needed from Amazon with @primestudent and 
had it all shipped to me in just two days.” 

She posted a video on YouTube about her being 
a college student. “[I] really.... [just] wanted the 
‘experience’ of partying....I don’t know how much 
of school I’m gonna attend...But I’m gonna go 
in and talk to my deans and everyone, and hope 
that I can try and balance it all. But I do want the 
experience of like game days, partying, I don’t 
really care about school, as you guys all know.” 

Another social post has her talking about the 
Smile Direct Club. It was her “invisible aligner 
treatment” for “back-to-school season.” And in 
an interview for Teen Vogue she talked more 
about Amazon (Amazon, Smile Direct Club and 


others have sponsored her and her content), _ 


saying, “I ended up ordering everything Amazon 
and made sure it all went with [my roommate’s] 
décor but wasn’t too matchy matchy.” 

Two years ago, Olivia famously got in a car 
accident, which, she explained to followers, took 
place while filming herself on her phone and 
singing “Signed, Sealed, Delivered, I’m Yours” 


- along with Stevie Wonder in her car. 


Another celebrity arrested was Felicity 
Huffman, an Emmy winning actress best known 
for her role as Lynette on Desperate Housewives. 
She’s the wife of actor William H. Macy, who 


was not charged. Apparently, he knew she was

xperts say that the biggest threat to working 
Americans will be robots, not immigrants.

that says YANKEES on it. He’s wearing a 
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camouflage baseball cap. 

What’s he going to do with the money? He’s 
going to buy a new pickup truck. He’s going to 
visit a lawyer. “After that,” he said, “I am basically 
locked into what my lawyer and other people that 
I got working for me tell me I can do. But after 
they tell me I can go crazy, I am going to take 
a family vacation and take everybody with us.” 
I would guess his mother, his kids—if any—and 
I wouldn’t be surprised if he even asked his ex. 
Seems like that kind of guy. 

He also said he wanted to track down the 

_ person who returned the tickets and reward him, 
too.

oesn’t it seem odd that it was our President 

who announced that all Boeing 737 Max 
8 and 9 jets should be grounded, rather 
than the head of the Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA)? 

There’s a reason for this. There is no head 
of the FAA. There is only a mid-level 
acting administrator. After Donald Trump 
became President and the sitting head of 
the FAA’s term ended, Trump said he’d ask 
his personal pilot—not the one who flies 
Air Force One, but the pilot who flies the 
aircraft that says TRUMP in gold letters on 
the side—to be the new chief. 

This is in keeping with the sort of 
thing Trump does with all regulatory 
agencies—make them toothless by putting 
people at the top who do not know what 
they’re doing. 

In this case, however, the Senate 
indicated it would never confirm such a nominee, 
so Trump never made the nomination.

n the years before GPS and Waze, 
motorists got where they wanted to 
go by consulting roadmaps. There were 
special maps you could get for free in gas 
stations that folded up small enough to 
fit into a glove compartment, and many 
people collected them. 


At a certain point, | decided to make one 
of these fold-up maps for the Hamptons. 
I'd give them out for free but sell ads 
along the border to pay for it and make 
it profitable.

One 
particular road that curved this way and 
that through the woods | named Lost 
Cow's Journey. What fun | had, naming 
the roads! 


| updated the map every year for more 
than two decades, and hundreds of 
thousands of them went into car glove 
compartments everywhere. 


And wouldn’t you know it, some of 

the roads | named actually took on those 
names. One particular road in Noyac I'd 
named Werewolf Path, and it now had an 
official road sign reading Werewolf Path. 
So | wrote about it in the paper, 

and when | described how it got named 
that, the authorities in Noyac met and 
voted to change it. You can’t do that. 
The new name is so boring, | won’t even 
mention it. 


Around 2000, when GPS became popular 
on car dashboards, | ceased printing my 
map.

Going Green with Montauk Grand Maxshal Gordon Rya 


he Montauk Friends of Erin St. Patrick’s 

Day Parade is the unofficial beginning of the 
season for many East Enders. A huge, community- 
wide event, the parade chooses a beloved local 
each year to lead the parade. This year’s Grand 
Marshal is Gordon Ryan, 69, a lawyer with ties to 
Montauk dating back to the 1980s. 

“I started with the parades in 1980 or so,” the 
jovial Ryan says. “My buddy and I snuck a float 
in the parade! It was a dune buggy and we put 
seven surfboards on top of it and called ourselves 
‘The Geek Surf Club.’ We snuck in at the very end 
of the parade, and then did it a year later. Then 
the Friends of Erin said, “Why don’t you just 
sign up?” Ryan and his friends initially balked, 
thinking they’d have to pay a fee to enter their 
float in the festivities, but were soon corrected. 
“They said, ‘you idiots, it’s free!” 

A former Mr. Amagansett, Ryan feels a great 
connection to the community both professionally 
and personally. “I opened up my practice in 
1983. I do real estate closings, criminal cases 
and evictions,” he explains. “I got married in 
1983 to Dianne. We had three daughters born in 
the same room in Southampton Hospital. Robin, 
my oldest, lives in Dallas, and raises cheetahs. 
Loralee lives in New York City and works on Wall 
Street. The youngest was Tess, who got cancer 
and died in 2001.” Ryan says that dealing with 
Tess’s devastating illness was made easier by the 
Amagansett and Montauk communities, which 


came together to help the 
family cope as they took Tess 
for treatment in New York 
City. “That was.a huge event 
because the town took over 
for us. The local attorneys 
took over our business. The 
[people of] Amagansett took 
over everything for us. They’d 
help the kids, if we couldn’t 
make it home in time...they 
took Tess for rides in squad 
cars and fire trucks. The 
town saved us, really. They 
said, ‘we're going to have 
someone to pick up your 
mail.’ They knew before I 
knew. Everybody would stop 
and want to hear the latest. 
The town donated money.

in my life, the way the town 
came together.” 

Ryan often gives his time and energy Mack to 
the area. “I love it year-round. Winters are great. 
People from away don’t understand how great it 
is during the winter. I drove the town snowplow 
for five years,” Ryan says. “What I like is that 
nobody’s in town but your friends. My wife and I 
go biking all winter long at night—down at Lazy 


Point it’s pretty quiet. I was the volunteer attorney -

for the youth court for several 
_years. It was sanctioned by 
New York State and handled 
real cases.” He’s’ even 
contributed to the Montauk- 
set drama The Affair as a 
legal consultant. “They called 
me up. I had been involved 
in a hit-and-run case, and 
the writers called me up and 
asked things like “what’s the 
name of the family court?” 
so I helped them with that.” 
Ryan has worked with the 
show’s writers and producers 
throughout the series. 

As the parade approaches, 
Ryan reflects on his love of 
Montauk and the East End. 
“People talk about a sense 
of place,” Ryan says. “This 

area is great. [People] are 
concerned with the environment; beneath all the 
glitter it’s a small town and everyone looks after 
each other.”

Asparagus with Cured Farm Egg Yolk & 
Anchovy-Lemon Vinaigrette 
by Chef Sarah Nappa 


wo days before you'd like to serve the salad, mix 

together equal parts salt and sugar in a square 
baking dish. Remove half the mixture with a measuring 
cup. Make 4 wells, but not so deep that you can see the 
bottom of the dish. Separate 4 yolks and place them in 
the wells. Cover with the mixture you removed. Allow 
to cure at room temperature for 24 hours, then remove, 
brush off extra cure and let dry for 24 hours at room 
temperature.

—Use a microplane to grate egg yolk over the top. Serve

*depending how fresh your asparagus is, you may not 
even need to blanche them. If bought from a farm or 
picked yourself, bend the lower end until it snaps, bite the 
long stem and see if it’s woody at all, if not, eat fresh!

Montauk Skateboardets Land “Dead Last’ for the Win 


ith consistent swells and beautiful beaches, 

Montauk is well known as an East Coast surfing 
mecca, but a few diehard locals are proving The End is 
also home to some pretty epic skateboarding, if you're 
creative enough. Beyond the sand and sun, or even the 
local skatepark, the Burnt Wheels crew can be found 
shredding craggy parking lots, concrete remnants, 
docks and anything else worth trying all over town— 
and they’ve highlighted the best moments in a new, 
aptly titled video called Dead Last. 

Filmed and edited by skater and videographer 
Bartholomew Schwarz over nearly three years, and 
featuring a rogues’ gallery of East End talent, the film 
is an ode to Montauk skateboarding and the guys 
dedicated to elevating their sport on the hamlet’s less 
than ideal terrain. It’s a testament to what can happen 
when artistry, motivation and a can-do ethos converge. 
And the tricks are pretty damn incredible, too. 

“We wanted to make Dead Last a message in a bottle 
and put it on the internet, which is like the sea,” says 
Pat Lane, one of the film’s premier skaters and the 
most outspoken member of the Burnt Wheels crew. 
“In the future, we want people to look at it as THE 
Montauk [skate] video.” 

The nearly 14-minute film is split into multiple 
parts, each representing the best sessions from the 
core members of their group, including Lane, a 
32-year-old artist and Head Concierge at Montauk 
Manor; Tohmi Shiroyama, a soft-spoken 29-year- 
old Sag Harborite who regularly skates in Japan; 
lifelong Montauker Lenny Giannantoni; and Schwarz, 
a freelance videographer and, at 36, the oldest Burnt 
Wheels skater. It also has several “friend” parts with 
talented visitors and pals.

Dead Last stands out among other amateur skate 
videos for its consistent innovation on decidedly 
rough topography. Scenes in the Montauk Skatepark, 
for instance, are few, while the guys instead choose 
unexpected spots, such as box truck bumpers, rocky 
walls, grassy hills at Camp Hero, beach boulders and 
train tracks. “You’ve got to be a lot more creative to 
make something out of nothing,” Schwarz says over 
Guinness and burgers at Shagwong in Montauk. 

. “Finding that rough terrain, docks and rocks, just 
shows the dedication, it’s just gnarlier,” Lane adds, 
noting that East Coast skateboarding is typically “a lot 
more crusty” than states like California, where streets 
are much newer. “The searching for spots and the 
isolation is one of the main themes of the video...If you 
love skating, you skate what’s around,” he continues, 


pointing out that the title Dead Last refers to Montauk, 
“the terminus of Long Island.” 

With an ambient, groovy soundtrack by hip hop 
record producer and composer Harry Fraud—which 
Schwarz says would have cost them $10,000 if Fraud 
wasn’t a surfing buddy—the video is set against the 
gloomy backdrop of Montauk in the desolate offseason. 

This tight-knit group has been skating together for 
years, and their camaraderie is evident throughout 
Dead Last. “Out here it’s a small community, when 
you meet someone [who skates], it’s an instant 
brotherhood,” Lane says. 

Filming certain stunts would’ve been quite difficult 
without this trust. “I’m going down hills just as he’s 
going, with a camera, trying to keep everything in 
frame,” Schwarz says, describing the dangers of 
shooting. “He could fall at any moment and his board 
could end up in my face.” Still, Dead Last has plenty of 
hilarious wipeouts. “You can’t have a video without a 
couple of good bails,” Lane says. 

The guys hope to screen their new film around 
Montauk this summer, but they’re already finishing 
the next one—a more lighthearted look at local skate 
culture and lifestyle, called Fresh Seafood. It’s just one 
of many projects keeping this creative bunch busy and 
engaged in a town that’s near empty for more than half 
the year. As Lane says, “The isolation is make or break, 
kind of like skating—it’s you versus yourself all the 
time.” And clearly, with Dead Last, the Burnt Wheels 
crew is coming in first. (i.
